The proposed changes in the Dackedl 
lations covering the Strathcona Seat 


pital, whereby the board of directors, 
which will be created next summer 
when the present lease with the Do- 
minion government expires, will con- 
sist of three members appointed by 
the cily council, three by the Unt-| 
versity and three by the Department | 
of Education, the appointment of the 
latter three to take the place of hon- | 
orary directors, was approved of by, 
the city council, Thursday night. | 
Other changes provided for in the| 
amendment included the payment by 
the city of 37% cents per day for 
each patient resident of the city in-| 
stead of 50 cents per day for paying 
patients and 25 cents per day for non- 
paying patients. 

The changes in the regulations, par- 
ticularly with regard to the appoint- 
ment of three members of the board 
by the department of health met with 
gome opposition on the grounds that 
the city would be paying a_ fixed 
charge of $16,000 per year and only 
three representatives on the board. 

Dean Kerr of the University, ex- 
plained to the council that the inter- 
ests of the University qf Alberta was 
entirely a acientific one.

In connection with the laying of 
water mains it wos decided that where 
application was made by a number of 
persons that in order to protect the 
city every applicant pay a deposit of 
$265 which will be returned to them 
when construction has been complet- 
ed and water ts being used. In some 
cases where applications were signed 
by a large number of people it was 
found that after the mains were laid 
only part of the people who had ap- 
plied would accept it, which meant a 
considerable expense to the eity.

Show 39,852 Automobiles

The Alberta amusement tax during 
1921 brought in a revenue of $181.- 
102.68 to the provincial treasury, ac- 
cording to the annual report of tho 
provincial secretary tabled in the 
legislature Thursday © afternoon by 
Premier Greenfield, this being an in- 


crease of $10,894.39 over the pre- 
cedingyear. ee 
The general revenue of the depart- 


rnent was $1,698,349.39 for the year, 
a gain of $69,866.79 over 1920. The 
revenue from the amusement tax was 
$3,482,74 weekly. 

Corporations paid in taxes $339,- 
839.72; the motor vehicle act brought 
in $718,531.80; the mine owners act 
$275,928.54; the coal mines act 
$6,016.94; the theatres act $22,692.50; 
the railway mileage act $110,900; the 
companies ordinance $27,346; the 
respecting auctioneers and peddlers 
$8,750, with other items comprising 
the balance. * 

The number of auto licenses sold 
almost touched the 40,000 mark, the 
actual number being 39,862, or an in

The prof- 
fered compromise failed to charm, 
and for weeks it has been clear 
that the Government was 
stalling off the inevitable by not 
pressing the tax measure, The 
Commission vote came first and 
the members decided that they 
might as well end the farcical 
situation one way as another. The 
Government had ceased to be 
able to govern; as well say so and 
be done with it. 

Outside Manitoba the collapse 
will be viewed with more than 
usual interest. It affords the 
rare but welcome spectacle of a 
Government tripping over its feet 
while reaching for the pockets of 
the tax payers. Canadian his- 
tory is not particularly rich in in- 
cidents of the kind. A good many 
Governments have gone to wreck, 
Dominion and Provincial, but not 
many of them have come to grief 
because the Legislature refused to 
sanction a new scheme for getting 
money out of the public, What- 
ever might be the case in regard to 
other matters, on that score Gov- 
ernments have usually been able 
to count with assurance on hav- 
ing the approval of a majority in 
the representative bodies. Speak- 
ing generally, members of Parlia- 
ment and of Legislatures have ap 
peared to think that the part of 
statesmanship was to find 
ways to spend and new methods 
of extracting the where-with-all 
from the purses of their constitu- 
ents. At times they have seemed 
to be obsessed with fear that they 


would stand a poor chance with | 


the voters if they failed to increase 
taxes one way or another, And 
quite often the results of an elec- 
tion have encouraged that view 
of the matter. At present there 
will be hope that the Manitoba 
yrecedent may have an influence 
fn other quarters, or failing that, 
that history may repeat itself and 
some more tax-raising administra-
